The Board of Supervisors, 
after four weeks of concen- 
trated budget study and re- 
visions, concluded the re- 
view of the 1967.68 budget 
for the County of San Ber- 
nardino, witha dramatic fur- 
ther reduction of 8 1/2¢ 
in tax requirements for pro- 
perty owners of San Bernar- 
dino County, when they added 
an additional $1,095,000,00 
in anticipated revenue to the 
budget Although the final 
property taxis not yetknown, 
Board Members are certain 
that it’s increase over last 
year’s $2.11 will not exceed 
10¢, 


Chairman Daniel D, Mike- 
sell stated that “this com- 
pleted what was perhaps the 
most intensive budget re- 
view ever experienced by the 
Board Members in this 
County and as a result of 
the efforts of the Board 
Members, it was possible for 
the budget to be drastically 
reduced with a resulting sa- 
vings to property tax pay-~- 
ers of at least 45¢ orig- 
{nally anticipated as a tax 
rate increase.’’

House ewe 
On Upswing 


A “pretty healthy’’ hous- 
ing market is developing in 
the area, according to aspot 
survey of 106 tracts from 
Cucamonga to Diamond Bar. 

The survey, conducted 
twice a year by the Residen- 
tial Research Commission of 
Southern California, shows 
that housing now is almost 
in balance with demand, and 
that if the trend continued by 
the end of the year there may 
be fewer than 400 vacant new 
houses in the area which 
serves a population of near- 
ly 350,000. 

There are no estimates 
as to the number of old 
houses which are vacant, 
but the trend shows a de- 
crease in volume there al- 
so, based on the number 
of turn-ons and turn-offs 
by utility companies. 

The reduction in new oc- 
cupied homes comes des- 
pite a turnabout in the con- 
struction industry which 
shows that five times as 
many homes were built du- 
ring the first six months of 
this year than the last six 


months of 1966, 

According to the report, 
on June 30 there were 823 
vacant new dwellings in the 
areas composed

As for construction of new 
homes, the decline stopped 
during the past six months, 
when 267 houses were placed 
on the market, compared 
with 43 last December and 
an average of 2,500 new 
homes have been built in 
the Pomona Valley during 
the past five years. 

One-third of the 823 va- 
cant new homes is described 
by the survey as the hard- 
to-move type which are like- 
ly to remain unsold for some 
time, particularly with 
cleanup bargains offered on 
older tracts, and the start 
of new homes. 

Lending officials say one 
reason why the construction 
industry has not made a 
more spectacular recovery 
is because local financial 
institutions are insisting that 
the builders clean up their 
present inventories of va- 
cant homes before they ap- 
ply for new commitments. 

They point out that al- 
though this policy tends to 
slow the growth of the in- 
dustry, it also acts as a 
brake for any possible run- 
away attempt, thus making 
the economy here more heal- 
thy in the long run,

Including six programs, 
the plan assigns $2,672,786 
for on-the-job training 
which will runfor one year. 
According to Pettis, parti- 
cipants from San Bernar- 
dino County will be inclu- 
ded in the project which 
will focus its attention on 
Mexican - Americans who 
are either unemployed or 
under -employed, 

“The Foundation will,” 
said Pettis, ‘locate job- 
training slots for 1,375 in- 
dividuals in this area, 135 
of which may be mono- 
lingual,’’ 

The Congressman from 
San Bernardino County re- 
ported that $867,520 is for 
the area including San Ber- 
nardino, He stated that 
$550,000 of this amount will 
go to sub-contractors for 
reimbursable training 
costs, $189,000 will be for 
supplemental instruction 
and $128,520 for training 
allowances.

Agency To Study 
Cucamonga Area 


The County Planning Com- 
Mission through the West 
End Valley Planring Agency 
has recently authorized ap- 
plication for a $109,813 grant 
from the federal government 
t finance a comprehensive 
Study of the Ontario-Cuca- 
Monga area, according to 
Jack McDermott, assistant 
planner on the current plan. 
ning division of the County 
Planning Commission, 

In a discussion with Dean 
Lucas, Cucamonga Chamber 
of Commerce president, Mc- 
Dermott said, the West End 
planning study is important 
to the people of Cucamonga 
and the surrounding areas 
due to changes such as the 
airport merger that will ef- 
fect a large number of peo- 
ple in the area. 

The West End planning 
study will probably begin 
within the next three months, 
Mc Dermott said, ‘depending 
on when we are granted the 
money from the govern. 
ment’’ 

“One of the parts of the 
study plan that will be of 
most interest to the Cuca. 
monga area,’’ he said, “is 
the study of community as- 
tatics. Several of the local 
community clubs have been 
active in starting this type 
of program in the area and 
we hope that they will work 
hand in hand with the county 
on this planning program to 
do the most for their com- 
munity’’

The boundaries of the area 
to be included in the county 
general plan for the Ontario- 
Cucamonga area are Foothill 
Boulevard and the Upland 
City Iimit on the north; Eti- 
wanda Avenue and the Ri- 
verside County line on the 
east; Riverside Drive and 
Riverside County line on the 
south; and the Ontario-Chino 
-Montelair city limits on the 
west, 

The area, McDermott 
said, has no general plan 
now and the object of this 
study is to make one and 
to update the plan of the 
whole West End area. The 
area under the direction of 
the West Valley Planning 
agency covers some 300 
square miles, The area for 
the Ontario-Cucamonga 
General Plan takes in some 
49 to 50 square miles, 

McDermott explained that 
the Cucamonga area has been 
divided on Foothill Boule- 
vard because the area of 
Alta Loma and portions of 
Cucamonga on the north are 
already a part of the Chaf- 
fey College master plan that 
has been established by the 
county and adopted as being 
up-to-date,

The original leadership in 
getting the study started in 
the area, McDermott said, 
was done through the action 
of Daniel Mikesell and the 
County Board of Super- 
visors, Mikesell had sugges. 
ted the need for such a plan 
in the area and the planning 
commission is getting the 
ball-rolling, he said, 

Most of the study will 
be made in an effort to up- 
date the flood control, high- 
way and economic systems of 
the area McDermott said.

“We think there is a great 
spill-over from Los Angeles 
county.

The third objective of the 
planning agency is then to 
prepare a comprehensive, 
long-range plan which will 
include all essential ele- 
ments necessary to guide the 
physical development of the 
area in the future years. 
The general plan will in- 
clude the studies oflanduse, 
economics, circulation and 
transportation, open space, 
and recreation, community 
and central business district 
design, and housing.

Tax reform promised 


A firm promise of tax 
reform by Governor Ronald 
Reagan was a major factor 
prompting Assemblyman 


John V. Briggs (35th Dis- 
trict) to cast the deciding 
vote on Governor Reagan’s 
$866 million state tax mea- 
sure, 

Brigg’s decision, to 
change his ‘‘no’’ vote to an 
‘‘aye’’ vote, he said, fol- 
lowed a one-hour meeting 


with Governor Reagan and 
his staff. At a Republican 
caucus session Thursday 
nite, a roll call vote was 
taken of all 38 Republicans 
to determine their vote on 
the upcoming tax bill. Briggs 
who represents Montclair, 
cast the only no vote in the 
caucus session, 

On the Floor the following 
day of the Assembly, Briggs 
then cast a no vote for SB 
556, the only Republican 
to do so. This immediately 
threw the Assembly into a 
turmoil as it was well known 
that Jesse Unruh’s Demo- 
cratic strategy was to force 
every Republican to vote for 
the bill before he would de- 
liver the Democrat vote ne- 
cessary to pass the bill 

Governor Reagan was at 
a meeting at a nearby hotel 
and was called away from 
this meeting by Republican 
leaders in an attempt to 
sway Briggs’ from his pos- 
ition, 

‘*The Governor told me,’’ 
Briggs said later, ‘‘that if 
the bill did not pass it would 
be a personal defeat for him 
and a victory for Jesse Un- 
ruh, He said the Republicans 


should stay together and ap- 
pealed t me as the head 
ur Party.’’ 


Briggs said also that Rea- 
gan felt the tax bill ‘‘was 
as good a piece of legisla- 
tion that could be passed at 
this time, with the Dem. 
ocrats being the majority 
party. It was the least ‘hurt- 
ful’ of the plans presented.’’ 

Briggs said also that Rea- 
gan’s staff had explained in 
detail the tax program which 
was the first such explana- 
tion he had received. 

‘It was one of the toughest 
decisions I've ever had to 
make,’’ Briggs said. ‘*The 






reason I was against the bill 
was that I felt essentially 
it was a Democrat problem 
inasmuch as they were the 
ones who spent the billion 
dollars and therefore all of 
their membership should be 
voting for it rather than 
vice-versa, plus the provi- 
sions for property tax re- 
lief are rather vague and 
I needed the Governor’s per-

We bear about a handicapped child and our heart 
goes out to the innocent victim of circumstance. 
Somewhere {in every community there are handicapped 
children who, while maybe not suffering from injury 


vi 


or disease, still need help. Ths is the child with 
a vision handicap. 
In this competitive age of accelerated education 


demanding the best vision possible, it is not enough 
for the child to see, but to see well, The problem 
in every community is how to detect whether a ehiid 
has a vision handicap, A school screening technique 
pioneered tn California, the Modified Clinical Technique 
(MCT), has produced statistics that 14% of first grade 
children and 17% at 9th grade level have some vision 
handicap. The MCT program which has been used to 
screen several hundred thousand Callfornia school 
children since {ts inception tn 1954, is beginning to 
make parents and schools aware of vision handicaps 
previously undetected. 

Education demands that a child successfully com- 
plete the task of reading an average of 432 books 
in his 12 school years, Yet the traditional concern 
that a child ‘‘just see’? overlooks factors in viston 
and reading efficiency such as the unique downga te 
required in reading, possible abnormal intermittent 
eye turn (which causes the reader to loose his place) 
or binocular coordination (necessary for our two eyes 
to work together). 

Optometrists list at least 12 known essentials to 
good vision for children today. Vision handicaps tn 
any of these can prevent a child (of normal or above 
intelligence) from achieving. Many of these essen- 
tials were of no concern when the current younger 
generation's parents were in school, Only recently 
have all these factors been receiving professional 
attention, Almost all of the essential vision factors 
can now be improved or corrected, Modern thinking 
of vision as a dynamic process calls for more sophia~ 
ticated analysis than an eye chart, for example, to* 
detect the handicapped child and help him recover 
full and efficient viston,
